DOCTOR SUES PATIENT. 


INTERESTING JUDGMENT AT 
TULLAMORE 


At Tullamore Circuit Court Judge Wakely 
oi judgment in a case in which Dr. 

imothy Meagher, surgeon of the County 
Hospital, Tullamore, was plaintiff and Mrs. 
M. Craffey; Ballindara. Birr, defendant. The 
claim was one for £18 18s. for professiona! 
services. 

Judge Wakely said that a sum of £3 3s. 
had been offered and declined. ‘Lhe defend- 
ant was wife of a British Army pensioner, 
who was in receipt of lig, week, which 
was their ohly means. She was apparently 
run into or collided with a motor car belong- 
ing to Captain Stoney and badly interes, 
and she was removed to the County Hospita! 
for treatment. Dr. Meagher, as surgeon to 
the County Hospital, had a salary 6f £400 
a year, the Board of Health allowing him 
to carry on private practice. He stated in 
his evidence that he could have got £800 a 
year as a whole-time officer, but that would 
involye the giving up of his private practice. 
His claim now was in respect of his treat 
ment of the defendant while she was a 
patient in the hospital The point was 
raised by the defence that, being a surgeon 
in the ital, which wad established under 
the Poor lief Acis, he was bound to do 
all this work for the.salary of £400 a year. 
He (the Judge) did not think such a point 
was ever before raised, but he knew it 
would arise some day. There was nothing 
wrong in the claim. 

Defendant was exceedingly poor. As the 
result of the accident a writ, was issued 
against Captain Stoney, who was insured, 
but the case was settled at £200. The 
insurance company agreed to pay the ex- 
penses for the maintenance of Mrs. Craffey 
in the hospital, but they would not pay Dr. 
Meagher’s fee. 

It would appear to be illegal under the 
Poor Law Acts for a doctor to get any- 
thing, even from a hospital patient who was 
able to pay, because the money. was payable 
to the Board of Health. Could the doctor 
ever recover when it came to a question of 
law? In his (the Judge's) opinion, he could 
not, and it was for the Board of Health 
or the Commissioner to do so, and when 
they recovered the money, according to the 
Statute, it must be put to the credit of 
their own funds for the relief of the poor rate, 
aa ah then dismissed the action on the 
merits.

SOME USEFUL HINTS. 


Mr. W. P. Robertson, managing director 
of Messrs. Alex. Thom and Co., presided at a 
meeting of the printing staff of the firm, 
which was held on Friday last at the works, 
Botanic road, Glasnevin, when Mr. W. H. 
Johnson, principal of the School of Book 
Production, Dublin: delivered an address on 
typography, or the art of printing—its 
importance to the world; necessity for correct- 
ness in style, design, simplicity of display ; 
the use and abuse of ornaments, etc. 

The lecturer pointed out how the printer 
was the leader of progress, as without the 
printed word there would be general 
stagnation. The printer, therefore, must keep 
his mind fixed on improvement, as in no 
trade or profession was a keen intellect more 
essential. The daily Press, he said, was a 

ood illustration of the rapidity of progress 
both as régards speed and organisation. 

Bookwork was an art rarely appreciated 
either by the lay or professional mind, the 
skill and taste required to produce the artistic 
book being often ignored—plain, forceful, 
legible style being essential; withal a dainti- 
ness must be shown to form attractiveness. 
Style of type page in relation to paper was dealt 
with, and the lecturer showed the advantage 
of leaded over solid matter as being more 
readable. The avoidance of ornaments, except 
im rare instances, was gone into, and then the 
care required in their use as to shape and 
tone harmony with the type and page, 

The importance and the harmony of initials 
and the correct placing of engravings was also 
discussed. 

In dealing with display he pointed out how 
the printer was a messengér giving a message 
which must be done in an artistic, yet Jegib 
manner, so as not only to attract, but to 
leave a lasting impression. The display of 
to-day, being in the simple style, was by far 
more artistic than the older modes of 
elaborate ornaments. He dealt with the class 
of type and was very strong in the series 
method of display, and went into details as 
to the sibceastty of the lay-out désign before 
starting as the only safe method of ensuring 
oi work and saving time. He pointed out 
nat only by patience and practice could the 
taste and ability necessary be acquired. 

The lecture was illustrated by lantern slides.

SHOULD! Let us jook into the matter and see 
why. Holding five cards of a suit, the halance 
remaining must be exactly eight cards. Divided 
into. three hands, the closest division must he 
three, three and two, This division will obtain 
less than half the time—and there are always the 
other three suits to be considered. For the player 
who prefers to prove his own conclusions, it is a 
simple matter to remove from a pack the thirteen 
cards held by “7” or “A” im this hand, shuffle 
as much as you like, and deal the reminder into 
three packets. Repeat the operation a hundred 
times, or even only fen times and note how close 
to 70 per cent, of the times exactly one singteton 
will show up. Departing from a custom’ that is 
generally followed and winning seven times. aut of 
ten should not be detrimental to the .average 
player's game.

GAS STOVES.

The following hints will be found useful in 
the management oí gas cooking stoves :'— 


Keep the stove and ali utensils scrupulously 
clean án top to bottom, inside and out. 


All loose fittings in the oven and on top 
should be frequently removed and thoroughly 
cleansed. Strong hot soda and water, with 
scouring soap, should be used. Pots and 
pans for boiling should be as broad and flat 
as possible to utilise the heat to the best advan- 
tage. Keep them free from loose dirt outside. 


Do not use a pan that has been on a coal 
fire without first scraping and scouring it. 


Do not boil a quart of water when you only 
need a pint. It wastes gas. Do not let your 
pans or kettles boil over or the burners will 
get choked and rusty, but turn down the gas 
as soon as the contents -boil.. This saves gas 
as well as saving the mess. 

The hottet part of the oven is that near 
the top, or undér the solid shelf, if that be 
in use. The best results will be obtained 
by putting the food on a grid shelf instead 
of on a solid one, which may cause the f 
to burn. When opening the oven door keep 
your head on one side toe avoid heat. 


Meat or fowls should be wang or placed 
on a grid shelf. Always keep the drip tin 
under the oven. No water is necessary in 
this tin. BM 

When stewing or baking milk puddings, 
keep the gas turned down to avoid the con- 
tents boiling. and do not try tó hurry or you 
will spoil the food. -Place them above the 
solid shelf. 2 

Pastry can beat be cooked at the top of 
the oven, or under the eolid shelf. 


Be careful not to turn on the oyen tap in 
mistake for a boiling burner. Accidents have 
happened through the oven filling’ with gas 
and an explosion oceurting when the oven was 
opened and lighted. Always have your light 
ready and the oven door open before turning 
on the gas.

THE BABY IN POETRY. 


ANY poets have written verses to the 
welcome little strangers. They have 
even: addressed the small dimplea 

thing with solemn lines. They have, by a 
stretch of imagination, hung over the cradle, 
with vague praise of cherubs and innocence, 
and treated the cherub to classical Jore aid 
names that for seven years hence would be 
long enough to choke the child. ‘To a 
Sleeping Infant,” and “' Lines to an Infant ” 
are often dull reading, tuough the author's 
name may have been great in its day. Among 
the poems of George Macdonald there are @ 
few lines called simply ' The Baby.” 

In 1880, when the then Poet-Laureate pub- 
lished a new volume of poems and ballads, 
it was dedicated to his baby-grandson— 
golden-haired Ally, crazy with laughter and 
babble. Maceulay rightly observed—while¢ 
noting that singular power jn children by 
which, in their play, for instance, they can 
imagine themselves kings or queens, angels 
or fairies, and act as if they really were so— 
that “children are your - poets.’ Long- 
fellow. has said of older children that chey 
are better than all ballads ever said or sung, 
for they “ are living poems—and all the rest

An old Aravonian, wuse T knew many 
years ago, writes to me as follows concern- 
ing the recent death of Mr. R. H. Bookey, 
his old headmaster :—‘‘ His life-work can 
be quickly summarised. He was head- 
master of Aravon School, Bray, for just 
thirty years. Under him the school ad- 
vanced in numbers and importance, and 
the success of Old Aravonians in many 
walks of life is a testimony to the solid 
grounding received there. But it is not 
as Head or as teacher that his old boys 
think chiefly of Mr. Bookey: it is rather 
as a man and a friend. 

“ Notwithstanding the handicap of 
deafness, which came early and increased 
as time went on, he knew every boy in the 
school intimately and had a remarkable 
knack of gaining their confidence. Of 
old boys he never lost sight. His greatest 
pleasure was a visit from one of them, 
turning up unexpectedly from India or 
Canada or the Sudan; and he loved to 
turn over the large drawer full of their 
photographs and tel] the last news about 
each. Especially during the war did he 
follow their doings. 


A Good Record. 


‘For a smal] school the war record of 
Aravon was remarkable, with some 
hundreds of old boys serving, of whom the 
names of forty-two appear on the Koll of 
Honour in the wall of Christ Church, Bray. 
But the war, with its long strain of 
anxiety, bore particularly hardiy on one 
of Mr. Bookey’s sympathetic tempera- 
ment, and to that, in part at least, may 
be attributed his break-down in health, 
whic’) led to his retirement in 1924.

Jrish horses have figured very largely 
amongst National winners. Salamander, 
who won in 1865, was found in a little 
Trish hovel. Like many horses which

Legends of March, 


March Legends. 


In olden times the legal year began on 
the 25th March, this pear being 
reckoned the first of the yea? among the 
Romans till the reform of the calendar by 
Julius Cesar, and among European 
nations down to a much later period, In 
France March ceased to be the opening 
month of the year after 1564, and January 
thenceforth was decreed to be the first 
month. Scotland followed France's 
example a little later, but England did 
not adopt the custom till about the middle 
of the 18th century, 


Borrowed Days. 


There is an old belief or superstition 
current among several European naticns 
that March borrowed ifs last three days 
from April, which, in consequence, were 
known as “borrowing” or “ borrowed ”’ 
days. These days are proverbially stormy 
and inclement. The “ borrowed ” days 
were characterised as “ill” days in 
popular legends and rhymes. It might 
appear from the kind of weather we have 
got in the present month that they came 
upon us considerably before their time. 

The first of these unkind days was noted 
for wind and wet, the next for snow and 
sleet, while on the third it was liable to 
freeze so hard as to make “ the birds stick 
to the trees.” According to another old 
proverb, “A bushel of March dust is 
worth a king’s ransom,” a dusty March 
portending a plenteous season, for dry 
weather at this time is favourable to the 
production of grain crops on heavy clay 
soil. On the other hand, farmers regard 
a “wet March ” as inimical to the growth 
of cereals such as wheat or rye. 


Beautifying our Irish Towns. 


I read the other day, writes a friend, 
of the practical beneficence of Dr. Baron 
Gass, who is now living in Nottingham, 
but who, greatly mindful of his native 
town of Clones, has given land for a park 
and recreation ground there. Not every 
town in Ireland produces a philanthropist 
of the type of Dr. Gass, but surely it is 
within the means of every town, where 
an Urban Council or Town Commission 
does not exist, to form a loca] Improve- 
ments Committee for the purpose of pre- 
serving what is beautiful in_ their 
neighbourhood, and providing a park and 
sports ground for recreation and the 
physical training and development of the 
young. I know a town which, in the days 
of my youth, possessed a ney ty! wee 
wooded little park by the riverside, right 
in the centre of the township, called ‘‘ The 
Grand Walk.” It was then wel] kept. 
The walks -were regularly raked and 
cravelled, and the shrubs carefully tended 
and looked after. 

I visited that town the other day. I 
vas shocked at the decay that had come 
upon the pretty park of long ago. The 
walls were !rcken down; sheep and catt's 
crazed at «wii! and the whole place was 
piven over to reglect. I thought if cere 
was one man of right understanding and 
public spirit in that town he would soon 
put matters on a better footing and restore 
“ The Grand Walk ”’ to its former glory.

SIR ARTHUR SULLIVAN'S 
MUSIC.

A NEW STUDY. 
—>—_— 
(REVIEWED BY “OBLIGATO.”) 


SAvor opera has been the subject of 

many ks, yet a gap remained for 
Mr. Thomas F. nhill’s book to fil. 
Hitherto no handy guide to the music of 
Gilbert and Sullivan works has been pro- 
vided. It is for use as a guide that Mr. 
Dunhill’s book will be bought. and, since 
it will be used by readers who already are 
devoted to the operas, the passages devoted 
to the slaying of Sullivan’s detractors 
could have been spared. Mr. Dunhill has 
troubled himself unduly in holding up to 
scorn critics who have belittled Sullivan’s 
work, 

The book is “ Sullivan’s Comic Operas,”’ 
by Thomas F. Dunhill (London: Edward 
Arnold and Co. 10s. 6d. net). 

Happily, the greater part of the book is 
occupied with more congenial matter, a 
study of the “points ” of Sullivan’s light 
opera music. We hardly should have had 
to wait so long for such a study if the 
orchestral scores had been accessible to 
students. The owners of the copyright not 
only have prevented publication, but, 
stricter still, have kept the scores hidden 
from individual] musicians. When a body 
such as the Rathmines and Rathgar 
Operatic Society in Dublin undertakes pro- 
duction of a Gilbert and Sullivan work, it 
is supplied with copies of the parts for 
separate instruments only after an under- 
taking has been given that no attempt will 
be made to tompile a complete score. The 
conductor has to work with a compressed 
pianoforte version of the score, “‘ cuad”’ 
here and there with indications of instru- 
mental leads. 

The only printed full score is a German 
edition of “ The Mikado,’’ forbidden cir- 
culation elsewhere. ' 

We cannot tell whether what we hear is 
what Sullivan wrote. When Dr. Malcolm 
Sarvent was appointed conductor for a 
London revival of “ The Mikado” a few 
years ago, he insisted on having access to 
the score. As a result, he broncht out 
points of orchestration so unfamiliar that 
he was accused of having added to Sulli- 
van’s score. Mr. Dunhill’s own know- 
ledge of the music of these works is such 
that he is able to tell in this book many 
things that will come as new to admirers 
of the operas. 


ONE BY ONE. 


He takes them one by one, and puts his 
finger on weaknesses as well as on parti- 
cular beauties. Much of the music of 
“The Pirates of Penzance’’ he regards as 
musically vulgar. In “Iolanthe” he 
notes a passage that seldom is heard, be- 
cause it occurs at the entrance of the 
Lord Chancellor, and is smothered by 
applause which welcomes the appearance 
of a popular comedian in that part. It is 
a little instrumental fugatfo passage, 
symbolising:the pedantry of the law, and 
the accompaniment of the succeeding solo 
is derived in figuration from that contra- 
puntal prelude. 

The clowning style of delivery of the 
“ Tit-Willow’’ song in “ The Mikado “ is 
condemned. For full effect the song needs 
to be sung with an air of absolute 
sincerity. So given, says Mr. Dunhill, it 
can make the scene convincing in an un- 
expected way. 

“ Ruddigore’’ the author considers to 
be, more than any of the series, the 
“musician’s opera.” He gives many 
instances of the ‘‘ imaginative touches of 
a somewhat subtle description ’’ employed 
in it. The song “ When the Night Wind 
Howls’ in “Ruddigore’’ he acclaims as 
a master stroke of vividly picturesque 
writing, both vocally and instrumentally. 

“Tt is a pity that, this song is not given 
occasionally in the concert-hall, where, with 
a larger orchestra, it wonld create an even 
stronger musical effect than in the theatre. 
As a piece of music, it could hold its own 
in any surroundings, and take its place 
beside Elgar’s Variations, Stanford's ‘Sea 
Songs,’ Parry’s ‘Blest Pair of Sirens,’ or 
Holst’s *Planets,’ as one of the few out- 
standing great works of latter-day English 
music.

CORK FARMERS BAN POLITICS. 
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Two-to-One 
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From Ovr SPECIAL CORRESPONDEKT. 


CORK, Sunday. 

Yesterday’s decision of the County Cork 
Farmers’ Union against the direct partici- 
pation in politics of the parent we 18 
one oí considerable interest to the whole 
country, arising as it does from a growing 
desire among the members for greater 
attention to co-operation and organised 
marketing. 

The County Cork Farmers’ Union is the 
strongest, numerically and financially, it 
the Free State, but, in view of achieving 
more, it is seeking an increased member- 
ship. The success of the organisation 
here is attributed not to politica] activities, 
but to energy and enterprise in the pro- 
vision of direct marketing facilities for 
the sale of the members’ lheo-steek, pork 
and other products, and in making 
arrangements for the co-operative pur- 
chasing of sheds, fertilisers and other re- 

uirements. In this connection well- 

eserved tribute must be paid to Mr. E. J. 
Cussen, the County Secretary, under whose 
capable direction the society has pro- 
gressed by leaps and bounds. 

THE FARMERS’ RIGHT. 

The proposal, which was eventually 
carried by a 2 to 1 majority, was 
strenuously opposed by some of the 
members: indeed, it must be confessed 
that the debate was marked by a certain 
amount of acrimony. Mr. D. L. O’Gorman, 
a member of the party in the County 
Council, who was a candidate at the last 
general election, contended that as the 
Irish farmer provided eighty per cent. of 
the wealth of the country, he was entitled 
to a voice in the government of the State. 
‘“ At the best,” he said, “we can never 
be a wealthy nation, and, in view of the 
fact that the future of the country depends 
solely on agriculture, I consider that the 
farmers are not getting a fair deal, and 
neveg will, until they have a sufficient 
direct membership.” 

Mr. Brooke Brasier expressed the riew 
that if they disfranchised themselves they 
would be taking away thei: right to have 
their interests safeguarded, and to do so 
would be merely plunging themselves and 
their families into a vortex of debt. 

The whole question will now be discussed 
at next week’s Congress of the Irish 
Farmers’ Union, and the County Cork 
delegates, who will move a resolution 
advocating the exclusion of politics from 
their constitution, are armed with the 
unquestionable support of the majority of 
their members. 

WAR PENSIONERS. 

Changes in the British Ministry of 
Pensions administration, together with a 
reduction in work, have necessitated 
various alterations in the Free State also. 
One of these concerns pensioners resident 
Im the Counties of Waterford, Kilkenny, 
Carlow, Wexford and the South Riding of 
Tipperary. I am informed by Mr. J. C. 
Hurst, the Acting Chief Area Officer of 
Southern Ireland, that the office at 5 Lady 
lane, Waterford, will be closed at the end 
of the present month, and all records will 
be transferred to the office at Dublin. 

A part-time service will be maintained 
for interviews at the Waterford address 
on Tuesdays, Wednesdays and Thursdays 
in each week, but pensioners who have 
heen in the habit of communicating with 
the Waterford office should, after the 29th 
March next, write direct to the Chief 
Area Officer, British Ministry of 
Pensions 56 Upner Mount street, Dublin.

HOUSING SHORTAGE. ' 

So serious is the En: shortage in 
the City of Cork that on the completion 
of one of the municipal schemes recently 
over two thousand applications were made 
for one hundred and fifty houses. This 
was revealed in the course of a discussion 
at the last meeting of the Rotary (lub, 
following an address by Mr. €. Hayes, to 
which reference was made in this column 
last week. 

An interest.ng contribution was made to 
the debate b r. J. J. Horgan, solicitor, 
a member of the Town Tenants’ Commis- 
sion, who stated that at the present tim> 
there did not appear to be any great desire 
on the part of the people to become owners 
of the houses in which they lived. Re- 
ferring to the Smal] Dwellings Act, which 
had been advocated by Mr. Hayes as a 

sible solution of the question, Mr. 
Sorgen said that the findings of the Com- 
mission so far revealed that virtually no 
advantage of these facilities had been 
taken throughout the county. 

The final report of the Commission will 
shortly be issued, Mr. Horgan explained, 
and then the whole matter will be re- 
viewed, particular attention being paid to 
the fixing of fair rents.

Ghe Sniffers of Snuff. 


When I went down the country a few 
days ago I was introduced once again to 
the ancient Irish custom of snufi-taking, 
and I was reminded that when. you take 
a pinch you are expected to pray devoutly 
for departed friends. _It came back to, me 
also that certain members of the House of 
Commons still practise this time-honoured 
usage. The dgbttiaapert of the chamber 
keep a copious supply of the pungent dust, 
which they religionsly offer to the devotees 
who are wel] known to them. Mr. T. P. 
O'Connor is, perhaps, the most fervent of 
these, as bis plentifully sprinkled frock- 
coat amply testifies. 

The Snuff craze was. I believe, launched 
during the reign of Queen Anne, following 
the capture of great quantities ot it by Sir 
George Rooke in Vico Bay Nowadays it 
appears to have gone out of fashion, and 
it is rarely that one comes across an 
inverterate snuff-sniffer.

In support of his 
opinion, he is able to quote equally strong 
words uttered by Miss Jessie Bond, one 
of the original Savoy Company. The 
“tricks and antics ’’ and “ senseless busi- 
ness ” now adopted would not have been 
tolerated for a moment, she says, at the 
Savov. 

“The Gondoliers ” is a favourite with 
Mr. Dunhill, who regards it as “un- 
questionably the last wholly spontaneous 
work that Sullivan wrote. . . If ‘Pinafore’ 
is the most catchy of the operas, ‘Iolanthe’ 
and ‘ Ruddigore’ the most imaginative, 
‘Patience’ and ‘ Princess Ida’ the most 
dainty and delicate, ‘The Mikado’ the 
most brilliant, and ‘The Yeomen’ the 
most typically English, ‘The Gondoliers ' 
is easily the most continuously sunny and 
untroubled.”’ 


GILBERT AND ROYALTY. 


An interesting passage occurs in 

Mr. Dunhill’s examination of “ Utopia 
Limited,’’ the opera in which Gilbert and 
Sullivan renewed their partnership after 
the break caused by their quarrel. He 
refers to the charge brought sometimes 
against Gilbert of bad taste in making fun 
of English Royal functions, and actvally 
staging a mock Buckingham Palace 
drawingroom. Ov this question— 
“he was told by Gilbert himself that the 
only matter to which the Prince of Wales 
(King Edward VII.) took exception, on see- 
ing the opera, was the appearance of King 
Paramount in a British Field-Marshal’s uni- 
form, wearing the Order of the Ciarter. a 
combination which he alone, of all living 
men, was entitled to wear. Needless to 
aay the Garter was removed, and all was 
well, 

“ Moreover, Gilbert was extremely proud 
of the effect of one little line in his 
dialogue. The first Utopier ' Drawing- 
room. ts over, and the Lord Chamberlain 
and the company promoter from England 
are discussing the proceedings. ‘One or 
two. judicious innovations, I think?’ says 
the Lord Chamberlain. ‘* Admirable,’ is the 
reply. ‘The cup of tea and the plate of 
mixed biscuits were a cheap and effective in. 
spiration,” It seems that at Queen 
Victoria’s ‘ Drawivgrooms’ it had not been 
the custom to provide refreshments of any 
kind, but after the Prince had seen ‘ Utopia 
Limited,’ this omission (a serious one, since 
the proceedings were often terribly lengthy) 
was actually remedied forthwith.” í 

In view of the secrecy cast over the 
Sullivan scores, as mentioned above, Mr. 
Dunhill’s chapter on “Sullivan and the 
Orchestra” is specially valuable. Like 
other sections of the work, the chapter is 
illustrated with quotations in music-type, 
which help appreciation of details. One 
point that is new to me is the quotation of 
a Bach theme when the Mikado alludes to 
“Bach interwoven with Spohr and 
Beethoven, at classical Monday Pops.”’ 
All who love the Gilbert and Sullivan

The lecturer then described how modern 
records are made electrically and how the 
modern gramaphone is designed on scientific 
principles, resuting in almost faithful repro- 
duction. _ One difficulty lies in the repro- 
duction of deep notes. e chief defect used 
to be to get a horn to reproduce them. 
These notes require a wide track on the 
record, and may be obtained perfectly by 
sacrificing the length of our records.

GERMAN COMMENT 
ON THE CONFERENCE, 


From Revrer’s Corresponpent. 


GENEVA, Saturday. 

The following communiqué has been 
issued by the British Delegation : — 

“It will be remembered that in the 

course of his speech at last Tuesday's meet- 
ing of the Disarmament Commission, when 
dealing with the proposed disarmament 
plan of the Soviet Government, Lord 
Cushendun referred to the attitude of His 
British Majesty's Government with regard 
to capital ships. In so doing he drew 
attention to the statement made by the 
British Delegation at the Three-Power 
Naval Conference in Geneva, suggesting a 
further reduction in the size of capital 
ships and an increase in the accepted life 
of these vessels. 
_“ To-day Lord Cushendun addressed a 
Note to the representatives on the Pre- 
paratory Commission on Disarmament of 
the United States of America, France, 
Japan and Italy, the signatory Powers of 
the Washington Treaty, in the course of 
which he states that he was compelled, 
during his speech on Tuesday, to refer in 
indefinite terms to these proposals, the 
exact purport of which he proceeds to set 
forth in the Note. 


THE PROPOSALS. 

“He points out that the proposals of 
his. Government are :— 

“ First--That any battleship to be built 
shall be reduced in size from the present 
limit of 35,000 tons displacement to some- 
thing under 30,000 tons. 

“Secondly—To reduce the size of guns 
from the present limit of 16-inch guns to 
13.5 inches. 

“ Thirdly—To extend the accepted life 
of existing capital ships from 20 to 26 
ere this involving a waiver by the 

owers of their full: rights under the re- 
Se tables agreed upon in 

‘ashington. 

“Such an arrangement, it is pointed 
out, would naturally have to provide some 
little elasticity on each side of that figure.”’ 

The Note adds that it would obviously 
be of advantage, if such a step were agreed 
upon, that it should be taken in time to 
enable it to become effective before the 
commencement of the capital ship replace- 
ment programme provided for by the 
Washington Convention. The proposals 
outlined in the Note would represent a 
creat step towards disarmament, and a 
large measure of financial relief, both as 
regards the initial cost and the mainten- 
ance charges of all future vessels in this 
class. 


CONFERENCE CLOSED. 


ARRIVAL OF AMERICAN 
ADMIRAL. 


From Revuter’s ( onnFSPONDENT, 
GENEVA, Sunday. 

The whole of the British Delegation 
which has been attending the session of the 
Preparatory Disarmament Commission left 
for London last night, and the other dele- 
gations are leaving between now and Tues 
day next. The Soviet delegates are on an 
excursion to-day, and will probably not 
leave till Tuesday. Admiral Hitary Jones, 
of the American Delegation, whose depar- 
ture from America was delayed by illness, 
arrived in Geneva after the close of the 
session. 

Reuter’s Correspondent learns that. 
contrary to current reports, the arrival 
of Admiral Jones has nothing to do with 
supposed conversations between the 
American, British and Japanese experts 
with a view to reaching the basis of an 
understanding with regard to naval dis- 
armament. Anerican cireles declare that 
nothing will be done in this matter until 
1951, when the Powers. signatory to the 
Washington Convention meet to discuss 
the revision of the convention. 

On the other hand, it is possible that 
the American and Italian experts may 
get together for the purpose of talking 
over outstanding difficulties in connection 
with a draft convention for the reduction 
and limitation of armaments, though at 
the moment nothing has been done im the 


matter. 
PESSIMISM. 

The discussions of the Commission have 
given rise to a certain amount of 
pessimism. Many of the delegates did 
not want the session to be held at all, 
and they consider that it was forced upon 
them by the insistence of Count Berns- 
torff, the German delegate. They now 
feel that the session was not only unneces- 
sary, but also possibly harmful, both 
from the point of view of the League of 
Nations, as it gave the impression that 
the League had received a set-back, and 
from the point of view of the Great 
Powers, the relations between which have 
not been imprcved. - The blame for this 
is attributed in large measure to the tone 
introduced into the discussions by the 
Soviet Delegation, especially the spirit 
of agitation. 

Some of the delegates go so far as to 
believe that the Commission will not 
meet again, but, this attitude is regarded 
as too pessimistic. The Committee on 
Arbitration and Security, at any rate, 
will hold a third session in June, and it 
will then be seen whether any progress 
has been made towards a solution of the 
problem of disarmament. 


COUNT BERNSTORFF’S 
OUTBURST. 


From FREUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 

Count Bernstoríf's vigorous outburst at 
yesterday’s final sitting of the Disarma- 
ment Committee at Geneva finds strong 
support in official quarters here, and in 
the Press generally. ** Sabotage,” 
“ Fiasco,' are among the terms employed 
by the Nationalist newspapers in com- 
menting on the work of the fifth session 
of the Preparatory Committee for the 
Disarmament Conference, which they de- 
clare has accomplished absolutely nothing 
rositive towards disarmament. On the 
contrary, they say, it has rather given the 
impression that its main object linn been 
to postpone the day of disarmament. 

his is also the view taken in official 
quarters, apparently; for a newspaper, 
which is freqaently used as the mouth- 
piece of the Foreign Office, writes :—*“‘ It 
must be strongly emphasised that general 
disarmament is an obligation assumed to- 
wards the German people, which cannot 
be postponed indefinitely without sub- 
jecting the German people’s patience to 
an impossible strain. Germany does not 
understand why the other side is quite 
obviously backing out of its obligations.” 

The Taegliche Rundschaw remarks: 
“The world can be fooled for a time, but 
not for all time, and if the League of 
Nations is not capabre of carrying out a 
programme of the disarmament of nations 
it is of no use to anybody.”’

EIGHTY MINUTES OF - 
DARKNESS. | 
—————— 


At the busiest hour on Saturday night 
last the greater part of the City of Dublin 
was suddenly plunged into darkness by 
the failure of the municipal electricity 


supply. 

The breakdown lasted from 7.30 until 
8.40 p.m., during which period remark- 
able scenes were witnessed. There was a 
hurried searth' for candles in large 
quantities, and some of the most imposing 
bufiness establishments in the centre took 
on a strange resemblance to their humbler 
brethren in remote hamlets. 

Places of public entertainment “carried 
or ” with acetylene lamps, oil lamps and 
candles, but the performances in cinemas 
dependent on the municipal electricity 
came to a full stop. 


CAUSE OF BREAKDOWN. 

Some .of the Dublin streets are lighted 
partly by gas and partly by electricity, 
and the side supplied with gas provided 
a striking contrast to the darkness of the 
opposite footpath. In the Northern

CONCORD NEEDED 
SOVIETISM NOT 
POPULAR. 


From Revuter’s COnRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Sunday. 

There were two thousand five hundred 
covers at to-day’s luncheon, given by the 
Bordeaux Chamber of Commerce in 
honour of M. Poincaré. These 2,500 
guests were privileged persons, for there 
were eleven thousand applicants for seats 
to hear the Prime Minister. 

His speech, which fills over five columns 
of the evening papers, was received with 
thunders of applause, which lasted so long 
that it was already past the time at 
which his train was due to leave for Paris 
when M. Poincaré at last managed to 
break free from the clutches of his 
admirers. ‘Time waits for no man, but 
trains wait for Premiers, so M. Poincaré 
was speeding to Paris almost before the 
cheers in the banquetting hall had died 
away. 

Both the Temps and the Journal des 
Débats observe that the Prime Minister’s 
speech was masterly in its clearness of 
thought and expression and in its purity 
of language. Whether dealing with the 
past, present or future, they declare, its 
terms were measured with perfection and 
tact. The Premier paid: tributes to the 
work of his colleagues in the Cabinet, one 
after another, and he even complimented 
M. Caillaux for the ‘ powerful argu- 
ments ” which he had used against the 
Capital Levy. 


FRANCE NEEDS NURSING. 
From Revter’s CORRREPONDENT. 
BORDEAUX, Sunday. 

Speaking at the luncheon given by the 
Chamber of Commerce in his honour here 
to-day, M. Poincaré, the Prime Minister, 
disclaimed any “‘ indiscreet intention ”’ of 
interfering in local contests on the eve of 
the general election, but held it to be a 
duty to give an account of his steward- 
ship. 

He: reviewed at length the “ tragic 
circumstances ” in which the pound ster- 
Jing and the dollar rising to dizzy heights 
threatened France with disaster. He 
hoped that the next Chamber would 
assure a happy conclusion to the period 
of convalescence through which France 
was now passing. France was a weak and 
feverish, anaemic sufferer, and she needed 
the assiduous nursing of all her children. 


TRIBUTE TO COLLEAGUES. 

The Prime Minister. regretted the 
Socialists’ refusal to -collaborate in his 
Ministry. and paid. a. warm tribute to his 
collagues, who were all firmly. resolved to 
remain: united, and ‘to consolidate the 
edifice which th-y had erected. 

With justifiable pride M. Poincaré re- 
called his efforts to bring about France's 
financial rehabilitation. 
occupation of the Ruhr, which had been 
very fruitful, and claimed that General 
Dawes had several times declared that the 
Dawes scheme would have been barren if 
the Ruhr had not been occupied. 

He did not wish to make recriminations 
against any preceding Cabinets, but the 
‘*‘ obsession ” of the ‘capital levy was the 
primary cause of the financial crisis, Let 
bygones be bygones, however, and Jet them 
contemplate with pride the country’s 
‘come back.’’ 

NEEO OF CONCORD. 

M. Poincaré stressed the absolute neces- 
sity of concord-in the Republic. If there 
had to be political squabbles they should 


at least be foresworn till the country was! held by 
no longer in danger. He confessed that he | 


had had recourse to over-taxation, but 
pleaded that he had no choice of means. 
Now that a balanced Budget was. assured 
it would be possible to readjust the taxes.

M. Poincaré then enumerated reforms 
which had been accomplished in the 
economic, social and agricultural spheres.

The Prime Minister severely castigated 
Communist propaganda, although he 
thought its danger should not be ex- 
agcerated, for Sovietism would never gain 
a secure hold on the French people, who 
would know howto treat Communist 
Utopias as they deserved. 

In. conclusion, raising his glass ‘to 
“Peaceful France, the Land of Work, 
Justice and Liberty,”’ the Prime Minister 
solemnly pledged the country to an un- 
shakable desire to ftestore peace.

ABERDEEN BOAT STRIKES 
REEF IN DENSE FOG, 

The Aberdeen trawler Renaissance 
stranded on a dangerous reef near Peter- 
head: yesterday in a dense fog, and three 
of the crew were drowned. They were 
Andrew J. Smith, mate, Aberdeen ; Pavid 
Clark. cook, Buckie; and Peter Cowie, 
deck hand, Buckie. Smith and Clark 
were brothers-in-law. 

After the vessel struck, the three men 
who lost their lives, together with J. A. 
Farquhar, the second fisherman, Aber- 
deen, manned a small boat with the idea 
of putting out an anchor. They had 
pulled’ away only a few yards when a 
heavy sea swamped their boat. which sank. 
The swell carried the three strugglinz men 
away from the trawler. Farquhar, who 
was clinging to a broken oar, was picked 
up im an exhausted condition by the Peter- 
head lifeboat about an hour later. The 
lifeboat took off the remainder of the crew. 
The Renaissance was returning from an 
eleven days’ trip to the Shetland fishing 
ground. 


OTHER TRAWLERS ASHORE. 

The Fraserburgh-Aberdeenshire lifeboat 
received a call yesterday morning to the 
Aberdeen trawler Star of Britain, which 
ran ashore on Rattray Head in a dense 
fog, and was breaking up fast owing to a 
heavy swell. The crew twice refused to 
leave the vessel, which was bumping hard, 
mé they expected to walk ashore at ebb 
tide. 

In the afternoon the trawler Parkmore, 
of Granton, entered Fraserburgh under 
her own steam, piloted by the drifter 
Replenish.: She had run ashore near 
Gamrie, Banffshire, shortly after mid- 
night. and the Replenish hauled her off. 
The Parkmore, which is holed forward.

The British Air Ministrv’s plans for de- 
fending the Schneider trophy next year 
include the re-formation of the hizh-sneed 
flicht, and the carrying out of official 
research work. The re-formed flight will 
go into training for the contest, which is 
to be held in Grea+ Britain—probably in 
September—on the Solent.

ARCHBISHOP’S REPLY. 


Lambeth Palace, S.E. 1, 
March 23rd. 1928. 

My pear Protocutor—I thank you for 
your letter upon the question which has 
been raised by certain members of the 
Tower House, who seek your direction or 
advice. I will, as you suggest, tell you 
what seems to me to be the appropriate 
reply to the particular question which

raise the question have forgotten what 
happened when, at the request, be it noted, 
of Convocation. itself the Enabling Act, as 
we call it, became law in 1919. 

What the Bnabling Act did was to 
establish a new and readier mode of legis- 
lation for the Church.

Let it be noted, however, that the old 
rights of Convocation and the old parlia- 
mentary powers remain unimpaired if 
their exercise is desired, but. the readier 
mode is now tbe normal way of legislating 
in such matters.
